Newton W. Rowell Argues! 
Laws Before Supreme 
Court Friday 


OTTAWA, Jan. 25. — Newton W. | 
Rowell told six judges of the su- 
preme court Friday to keep their 
eyes open to general economic con- 
ditions in Canada when considering 
validity of three Dominion statutes 
designed to correct social injustices 
in the country. 

“One cannot shut one’s eyes to’ 
what is going on,” the Dominion 
counsel told the court when arguing 
the laws establishing a 48-hour in- 
dustrial week, minimum’wages and 
one day's rest in seven, were valid. 

There comes a time, the veteran 
lawyer said, when’ local conditions 
emerge as national problems and | 
are transposed from provincial to 
federal jurisdiction under the Brit- 
ish North American Act. “We are 
facing a condition today in Canada 
and other countries that is entirely 
different from.30 or 40 years ago.”

tlement last night with 200 loaves 
of bread.

Mr. Nelson, as director of the 
Western Associated Press, took a 
foremost part in’ the co-operative 
movement of Western Canadian 
daily newspapers for collection and 
distribution of news. 

The W.A.P. as it was familiarly 
known among western newspaper- 
men, was founded in 1907 by Win- 
nipeg newspaper publishers, ine 
cluding E. H. Macklin, John W.

PLENTY TO DO 

The sea, battle-ground of the warring 
elements, still has its uses in preserving peace 
among the humans. 

Russia’s spokesman at Geneva denounced 
Uruguay as guilty of a “most hostile inter- 
national act” in chasing Soviet representatives 
out of its borders without proving they had 
been spreading subversive propaganda. 

These are “fighting words” when passed be- 
tween two countries capable of getting at each 
other, Since the broad Atlantic rolls between, 
neither country is a great naval power, and 
the Monroe doctrine still holds, nothing worse 
may follow than volleyed arguments and 
explosive rhetoric. 

There is no danger of the League of Nations 
running out of a job. With China being dis- 
membered, a war in Africa, Europe in a ferment, 
and this blow-up in South America, four of the 
six continents are now supplying it with things 
to think about. 


GO RIGHT AHEAD 

Premier Aberhart is needlessly troubled be- 
cause the U.F.A. decided to stay in politics, or 
try to get back into politics, according to the 
point of view. That, he thinks, will be a “brake 
on the wheels of progress’—meaning a hin- 
drance to the inception of the Social Credit 
program.

It is permissible for an irresponsible evan- 
gelist wafting jeremiads o’er the air, to de- 
nounce all, save his own little body, as ser- 
vants of evil. But a premier has a position of 
responsibility, and should act accordingly. 

It isn’t only hid predecessors in office who 
have cause for complaint. The other night at 
‘Calgary, defending himself for having dismiss- 
ed tried officials without seeming cause, he 
hinted, “Sometime I'll maybe tell the real 
reasons.” 

If civil servants have misconducted them- 
selves in such fashion as to merit dismissal, 
the public is entitled to know. The dismissed 
men are entitled to know the meaning of the 
suggestion that there are concealed reasons for 
their dismissals, which the Premier is holding 
over them as a lash. 

In view of the pledge given by Mr. Aberhart 
that he will give each of us $25 a month (and 
| maybe $75) we have an interest in seeing him 
make a success of his administration. He 
should be told by one of his deputies that every 
incoming government faces the inherited debt 
ot its predecessors, and that the debt structure 
of the province was there before he made his 
promises. He should not lightly charge cor- 
ruption against former incumbents of office or 
to hint at sinister reasons when he fires civil 
servants. A visiting American magazine editor 
took these things seriously and has pictured 
Alberta to the people of the continent as a 
place of dank poverty and despair, brought 
about by the corruption and graft of Mr. Aber- 
hart’s predecessors in office 


Gaetano Salvemini, commenting on George 
Seldes “Sawdust Caesar’—which he says, “is 
the best comprehensive work on Fascist Italy 
thus far published in the English language— 
tells of how Mussolini efter muzzling thé Italian 
press, formed in 1928 a “Committee for Propa- 
ganda Abroad.” ; 

Ed In addition to getting Fascist journalists onto 
the staffs of foreign papers as “experts” on 
Italian affairs, and disseminating book propa- 
ganda, Salvemini says that the Committee 
would pay the expenses of visiling writers on 
tours of Italy to “get the atmosphere.” If the 
book that followed proved satisfactory, the 
Commitee would arrange for is translation into 
several languages and buy thousands of copies 


for distribution among its “experis.” A slick 
way of handling the supposed “unbiased” 
author. 


More “instructions” to Italian editors on the 
handling of news during the Italo-Ethiopian 
clash have come to light. 

One of interest to Canadian readers refers 
to the retraction by the Canadian delegate Dr. 
Walter Riddell, before the Lkague of Nations, 
of his motion for an oil embargo. Instructs the 
Facist authority to the editors: 

“Speak no more of retraction, but of the 

“reservation” made by the Canadian gov- 

ernment at Geneva.” 


Of the defunct Hoare-Laval peace plan 
which raised such a rumpus in England and 
among the smaller nations attached to the 


League, instruction is given: 

“The Franco-British conversations must 
not be the subject of messages from abroad. 
Ignore them completely.” 

A subsequent instruction stated: 

“As to the Hoare-Laval propcsals, more 
ample and specific criticism may be made, 
without attacking the two governments, 
and without violence. Do not say, as cer- 
tain newspapers have done, that a rapid 
peace in East Africa would restore the 
peace and calm of Europe. Attack the 
French and Communist Front.” 

“The greatest reserve” was instructed to be 
followed in referring to Sir Samuel Hoare’s 
resignation, and also with regard to the appoint- 
ment of Anthony Eden as British Foreign Min- 
ister. “The greatest reserve” was also ordered 
on the subject of the Mediterranean agreement 
whereby certain powers led by France agreed 
to go to the aid of Britain in the event of an 
attack by Italy on the British Mediterranean 
fleet. 

Three items of human interest order pro- 
hibition of any mention of steps taken by the 
government to reduce the consumption of news- 
print; the sudden illness of Senator Marconi 
in a dining car on the Paris-Rome express, and 
of the trial before the Military Tribunal at 
Rome of five soldiers accused of mutiny. 

The first step in tyranny is to stifle a free 
press.

Pneumonia 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


During the winter months, pneumonia takes 
its annual toll in thousards of lives. Very often 
those who prove most susceptible to this disease 
are the very ones who least suspect themselves 
of being in any danger of an attack. It appears 
that the thin patient recovers more readily than 
the patient who is over- 
weight. 

The best way to avoid 
pneumonia is to keep the re- 
sistance as high as possible 
through eating correctly, ob- 
taining out-door exercise, 
breathing fresh air, and 
avoiding fatigue. The germ 
of pneumonia is often present 
in the mouths and throats of 
most city-dwellers during the 
winter months, and does no 
harm as long as the resistance is good. 


The prevalence of pneumonia at this par- 
ticular time of year can only be explained by 
the way that the average person lives—he is 
cooped up in over-heated rooms, eats too many 
rich foods and too few vital vegetables, neglects 
to insure a regular intestinal elimination, gets 
very little sunshine, smothers the pores of the 
skin with heavy clothing, and omits regular 
exercise. This means that a toxic condition of 
the body is built up, and once this toxic con- 
dition is present, a sudden chilling of the body 
or exposure to wet, may result in an attack of 
pneumonia. 

Pneumonia begins suddenly with a severe 
chill and the intense chill is followed by fever, 
with headache. A sharp pain develops in the 
chest on the affected side and much distress 
is caused by a quick, painful cough. Within 48 
hours, the cough brings up a “rusty” blood- 
stained sputum which is characteristic. Within 
7 to 9 days, crisis occurs and the temperature 
returns to normal. Lobar pneumonia is the 
type most feared and in this disease there 
occurs an inflammation of one of the lobes of 
the lung. Broncho-pneumonia refers to an in- 
flammation of the bronchi and lungs, the dis- 
ease beginning in the bronchial tubes and then 
spreading to the lungs. 

The treatment used during an attack of 
lobar pneumonia is directed toward aiding the 
forces fighting for recovery and toward mak- 
ing the patient as comfortable as possible dur- 
ing the attack. In every case where the patient 
has developed pneumonia, I advise that he be 
given the advantage of diathermy treatment. 

This is an electrical treatment which can 
be given in the home by a doctor using a port- 
able apparatus. Pads are placed on the front 
and back of the affected area and an electric 
current then turned on up to a certain strength, 
the tissues deep inside the lung thereby being 
heated several degrees higher than normal. By 
using this particular kind of treatment, the heat 
can be directed to exactly the right spot inside 
the lungs. This internal heating treatment is 
often effective in promoting recovery and the 
results from this treatment have been very 
successful. 

During the first few days of an attack of 
pneumonia, no food of any kind should be 
taken, but if a slight fever still persists after 
five days of the fasting regimen, it is a good 
plan to start giving the patient limited quan- 
tities of cooked non-starchy vegetables. No 
highly starchy foods or proteins should be given 
while the fever is at its height. The patient is 
given all of the water that he wants but is 
not permitted ordinary meals. I[t is very im- 
portant that the large intestine be kept clean 
with two or more daily enemas, and warm 
sponge baths carefully given every .two hours 
during the day and night will make the patient 
more comfortable. Plenty of fresh air should 
be allowed by opening the windows but the 
air is to be warmed by electric heaters.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: V. J. writes: “Is there any simi- 


_ larity between oysters and oyster plant?” 


ANSWER: Oyster plant is a wholesome veg- 
etable which should be used as soon as possible 
before the starch has had time to develop. Used 
in this way it may be taken freely and will be 
found to have an agreeable flavor. I suggest 
that you do not scrape the oyster plant, simply 
washing it in clean water and scrubbing with 
a vegetable brush, Cut into thin slices and cook 
in plain water, the flavor will slightly resemble 
that of an oyster stew. However, oysters are a 
protein food and the oyster plant is a none 
starchy vegetable. The food values are entirely 
different and the similarity lies in the flavor.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1915 Rev. L. W. 
Williams was consecrated as An- 
glican Bishop of Quebec, and pre- 
sided over the diocese until last 


year when he resigned. Com- 
menting upon this Mr. O. R. 
Rowley, the historian of the 
Church of England, points out 
that the Williams family has con- 
tributed 38 bishops to the episco- 
pate ill over the world. The dio- 
ceses of Lincoln in 1621 and of 
Chicester in 1696 cach had a John 
Williams. The diocese of York 
had an archbishop, John Williams. 
On this side of the Atlantic the 
diocese of Connecticut had a 
John Williams, who for 12 years 
was Primus of the Protestant 
Episcopal church in the United 
States. Quebec's fourth bishop 
was J. W. Willlams; his son was 
the sixth bishop of Quebec. The 
diocese of Waiapu in New Zea- 
land is a unique instance of what 
has never before happened in 
any Anglican diocese in the 
world. Its first bishop, W. Wil- 
liams, was appointed in 1859. His 
son, W. L. Williams, became the 
third bishop in 1895 and the lat- 
ter's son, H. W. Williams, became 
the sixth and present bishop in 
1930. Thus father, son and grand- 
fon have occupied the see of 
Waiapu for 36 years. 

In 1911 the Bishop of Honolulu 
(Williams) had as his guest the 
Rt. Rev. G. Mott Williams, then 
Bishop of Marquette, Mich., and
